As the 


price has since dropped to below thirty 
cents Mr. Humphrey feels very well 
satisfied with '.he returns he received

to the market.

tine railway will be $875,000 a year 
for twenty-knot steamers, to which the 
British government will aud enough to 
make the total annual subsidy $1,312,- 


500 a year. In defiance of well known 
facts, it is often asserted that British 
ship subsidies are merely nominal, but 
here is a. case where the proposed an- 
nual subsidy to one line is a million 
and a third. Kngland has been most 


edulous in its policy of protection to 
its shipping. Its countless lines of 
modern steamers plying between all 
important ports and almost monop- 
olizing the ocean passenger and freight 


traffic of the United States have been 
built up by every conceivable form of 
subsidy and other encouragement. Yet 
one of the leading 
pa.'ties in this 


country denounces ship subsidies as 
public robbery, though only 9 per cent 
of our ocean business is now trans- 


acted under our own flag. 


Much has been said of a growing 


demand for American goods in South 


Afiica, but perhaps it Is not generally 
understood that our merchandise for 
that part of the world is first sent to 
England on British steamers and there 
transhipped for African seaports. Our 
African imports also almost Invari- 
ably go first to a. British port. By this 
circuitous route we send to Africa our 
tobacco, flour, 
kerosene oil, canned 


goods, sewing 
machines, saw mills, 


cotton prints, 
boots and shoes and 


agricultural machinery and receive our 
palm oil, gum 
opal, rubber, ginger 


and ivory. The freight both ways is 
paid to British 
ships—all 
carefully 


protected by various 
methods. Our 


consuls In Africa are constantly point- 
Ing out the need of American ships 
to carry our exports and imports, but 
the unprotected American ship can not 
compete with the 
protected British 


ship. 
Our present commercial 
policy 


on the ocean is one of surrender.
